10 ATTACK TURK. 


Three Army Corps Mobilized 


and Held in Readiness to 
Occupy the District of 
Mitrovitza. 


SULTAN IS DULY WARNED. 


Porte Hurries Thirty-two Bat- 
- talions of Soldiers Into Al- 
bania to Cope with Grow- 
ing Revolt. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, April 8 a. m. Austria has 
mobilized three army corps at Agram, 
Tarajero, and Temesvar, and is holding them 
in readiness for the occupation of Mitrovitza, 
in European Turkey, according to a dis- 
patch to the Daily Mail from Vienna. 

The Austrian officials are embarrassed, 
however, because these troops are not fitted 


for mountain campaigning, such as would be 


inevitable in the event of their being required 
in the Balkans. 

The Bosnian and Tyrolese regiments Would 
be suitable for such purposes, but the former 
consists mainly of Mohammedans, therefere 
cannot be used, and the latter cannot be 
moved eastward without the alarm which it 
would cause the Mohammedan populace. 


Bosnia Up in Arms. 


Bosnia and Herzegovina, which Austria 


occupies militarily under the treaty of Ber- 
lin, are growing dangerously excited. Men 
are secretly arming and smuggling arms 
and ammunition from Montenegro. It is 
feared they contemplate an armed emigra- 
tion to old Servia to join the insurgent Al- 
banians. 

The Austrian military authorities realize 
that the situation is consequently most 


critical, 


A telegram from Belgrade, capital of Ser- 
via, reports that rioting has taken place there 
as the outcome of a demonstration against an 
objectionable police regulation, and many 
persons were wounded in the course of the 
disorders. 


Russian Consul Not Dead. 

The rumor of the death of M. Stcherbina, 
the Russian consul at Mitrovitza, who was 
shot by an Albanian sentry, proves to have 
been premature, but the consul’s condition is 
serious and symptoms of peritonitis have 
appeared. It is reported that the Albanian 
soldier wid shot him has been sentenced

that strong measures be adopted to suppress | 


lawlessness, and hinted, it is said, that Aus- 
tria, in accordance with the treaty of Berlin, 
would occupy Mitrovitza unless the sultan 
Aber ted his authority. The extreme north- 
western part of Albania has been partly 
cccupled by Austrian garrisons for years. 

It fe announced the government has de- 
cided to send sixteen batallions of Anatolian 
soldiers to Albania, in addition to the sixteen 
battalions already on the way there, to oc- 
cupy the country, especially the disaffected 
towns, militarily. 

Pending the arrival of troops, the pacifi- 
catory mission sent by the sultan, headed 
by Yusuf Effendi, to the Albanian chiefs, is 
instructed to do the utmost to convince the 


Albanians that the reforms will in no way 


injure their rights or liberties. It is doubted 
whether the commission will effect anything 
unless backed with money to square the 
chiefs, or unless it is made clear that mili- 
tary occupation is seriously intended. 


Russia Not Ready to Move.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 5.—The alarm 

concerning the Balkan situation reported 
from Vienna does not exist here, probably 
because Russia is far better informed re- 
garding the actual situation, and is aware 
that the Albanians who are resisting the au- 
thority of the sultan are but a small number, 
consisting of the aristocrats, having special 
privileges. Turkey, according to the opinion 
of the government here, can handle the diffi- 
culty with much less trouble than the alarm-

Turks to Have Fair Show. 
Russia has every right of being the first 


to intervene, but she is quite willing to give 


Turkey a fair chance, which does not seem 
the case elsewhere. — 

Russia has shown a spirit of moderation, 
at the same time affording Turkey every 
chance to carry out reforms and chastise 
the enemies of the same. As Turkey has 
shown every desire to do this, the govern- 
ment thinks such an attitude is much fairer 
end more dignified that the hysterical out- 
burst of which Vienna is the center. If 
Turkey fails in her duties Russia will be the 
first to remind her of it firmly. .

BEEN TWICE MARRIED, 


Granddaughter of Late Bishop

States Army. 


New York, April 5.—[Spectal. ]—Seated in a 
rocking chair in front of a large mirror that 
reflected her lifeless features and with a 
pistol still grasped in the right hand which 
lay in her lap the body of Mrs. Louise Ames 
Van Weik, also known as Baroness Wolf- 
bauer, was discovered in the Washington 
hotel at Jersey City this forenoon. 

Letters to various addresses in Washing- 
ton, Baltimore, and New York were found 
in the room, and through them her identity 
was fully established. Campbell B. Royston 
of 2515 North Charles street, Baltimore, 


telegraphed, directing the chief of police to 


take charge of the body and effects pending 
his arrival. She had only recently returned 
from Sioux Falls, wheré it is said she had 
procured a divorce from Baron Wolfbauér. 


Had Had Eventful Life. 


Her life had been as eventful as her death 
was tragic. The daughter of Capt. Ames 
of the United States army, she had spent her 
early days among the army posts of the 
frontier, and being left a large fortune by 
her father had enjoyed luxuries and had 
traveled extensively. She was a grand- 
daughter of Bishop Ames of Massachusetts, 
and was educated in the De Pauw university 
in Indiana, of which her grandfather had 
been president. 

She was first married to Otto Van Weik, 
now a postoffice inapector in St. Louis. She 
was divorced from him five years ago, and 
two years ago she married Baron Wolfbauer, 
said to be an Austrian nobleman, in Paris. 
They did not live happily, and last fall she 
went to Sioux Falls to s a divorce. She 
had one child, now a Hiri of 10, by her first 
husband. 

She was of vivacious temperament, and the 
reason for suicide is a mystery. It is known 
she had planned to return to Sioux Falls, 
fearing her residence there had not been long 
enough to insure against a legal

Townsend Shocked by News.

CY DE VRY GIVES LINCOLN PARK 
_ CROWD A SCARE 


Cold Wind Strikes It and the Aulmal 
Keeper Tries te Subdue It with a 
Whip at the Risk of His Own Life—

Half a hour in a cage with an enraged 
lion was the experience yesterday of Cy De 
Vry, head animal keeper at the Lincoln park 
200. 

Before a crowd of 300 excited persons who 
besought him to desist from the perilous at- 
tempt, the animal tamer, armed only with 
a whip, tried alternately to coax or drive the 
big beast from the outside cage into the inner 
quarters. He won, but only by use of the 
“ water cure.“ 


The unruly beast was Prince, an African | 


Barbary lion, which was bought last week 
from a circus in Wisconsin. It is the only 
representative of the species in this country, 
and cost the zoo $1,400. Prince is a magni- 
ficent animal, larger than the ordinary full 
grown Mon, with a great, shaggy mane and 
a massive head. He is 5 years old. 
Cold Wind Causes Trouble. 

Prince was shipped to the park on Saturday [| 
and yesterday was let into the outside cage 
for the first time. The animal proved the 
chief attraction for the crowds all day, the 
other lions suffering from comparison. Prince 
Was complacent enough until a cold wind 
sprang up late in the afternoon and then he 
got peevish. He roared for De Vry and 
De Vry came. 

The tamer opened the inner door and made 
significant signs to Prince that he could go 
into the house if he wished. But Prince 
only set out on another circular tour of his 
cell and refused to see the door. De Vry 
next extended his invitation with the sharp 
end of a boat hook, but Prince would not 
be shoved inside. 

At last De Vry took his tiger whip and 
entered the cage through the inner doorway.

At the moment of most intense excitément, 
when two women had turned away from the 
scene screaming, De Vry eluded one of 
the animal’s lunges and darted through the 
door. But Prince refused to follow, and 
turned in to take out his revenge in roaring 
at the crowd. 

De Vry then ordered the hose to be rigged, 
and taking the nozzle he was soon pouring 
a fire pressure stream into the lion’s face. 
Prince took refuge on his shelf, he leaped 


about as never before, he crouched in cor- f° 


ners and bellowed—and then he slinked into 
the inner cage, a beaten lion. 

I think Prince and I are going to great 
pals now. said De Vry afterward. ‘‘ There's 
nothing like a good scrap to put you on right 
terms with a lion—that is, unless the lion 
wins.“

Chicago, April 5.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une. }—One can understand how an inde- 
pendent voter can vote against Graeme

But how an independent voter or newspaper 
can admit all that is claimed for Stewart 
and equally admit all that is charged against 
Harrison, and still end up by voting for or 
recommenaing Harrison, it is truly difficult 
to understand. 

Of course, there are reasons at the bottom 
of this anti-climax—of “ this lame and im- 
potent conclusion.” But the reasons will 
not bear examination—because they have the 
fatal defect that they ignore the importance } 
of defeating Harrison. What, then, has all 
this fuse been about if it is not of great im- 
portance to defeat Harrison? 

Why all the extreme effort to nominate 
Harlan to beat Harrison if it is not important 
to beat him? 0 

Slogan Is: “Beet Harrison. 
4nd if Harlan's nomination was important 
to beat Harrison, why wouldn't his election 
have been important if he had’ been nomi- 
nated? Would the press which so ardently 
backed Harlan's nomination have become 
indifferent to his election? Would the im- 
portance of redeeming Chicago have subsid- 


necessity for defeating Harrison stands as 
it would have stood if Harlan or anybody 
else had been nominated. 

The importance of having a new mayor 
is undiminished. Nothing could diminish 
it. You may ignore it, but you cannot change 
it by shutting your eyes to it. And as 
Graeme Stewart's personal qualification, 
character, and standing are freely admitted 
and as Harlan himself is cordially advocat- 
ing his elction, the demand for Harrison's 
defeat is in no way changed by Stewart's

Public Sentiment a Factor. 

Nor is there any basis for the convenient 
assumption that the democratic leaders who | 
might succeed him will be foolish enough 
to favor a, bi-partisan ticket in the present 
state of public opinion. And finally, in any 
event there is the existing and increasing 
public opinion to force its will, either upon 
one or the other or both of the parties, oblig- 
„ing straight tickets, or else by independent 
nominations of judges the people would ap- 

rove. 

S Here again I may fortify myseif by the 
authority of John Harlan, who heartily 
agrees with me that public opinion can be 
safely trusted to get ite way in this judicial 
matter; and that there is no excuse, there- 
fore, on the part of any independent voter for 
sacrificing the grave interests of our city in 
this election by voting for Harrison.

MAYOR’S CIVIL SERVICE A SHAM 


John H. Hamline Scores Harrison 
and the Machine He Has 
Built Up. 


John H. Hamline yesterday evening gave 
out the following open letter regarding the 
attitude of Carter Harrison toward civil 
service reform: : 

“The letter of Carter Harrison of 1901, 
printed in the papers this morning, urging 
ward control by the pay roll, is a sample of 
what every intelligent observer has known 
to be going on at the city hall ever since 
Harrison was first elected mayor. Without 
his pay roll delegates Harrigon never could 
control a democratic ward convention. 

With the aid of his city hall employés 
every independent democrat has been de- 
prived of any voice in the control of his 
party. 

In 1897, on becoming mayor, Harrison 
was confronted with a drastic civil service 
law, then under.the direction of a first class 
board—Clark, Hotz, and Waller—and by 
them most honestly and efficiently enforced. 
The problem was how to turn the republicans 
and Hopkins democrats out and supplant 
them with his political mercenaries. 

He turned out these commissioners, al- 
leging that they were incompetent, and at 
once gave the lie to his charge by appoint- 
ing Waller—the democratic member—as his 
controller. He appointed in their place a 
commission whose sole aim apparently was 
to destroy the law and make it possible for 
Harrison to give his political workers jobs 
and places on the city pay roll in defiance 
‘of the law. 

In the stirring times that brought this 
about the voices of William Kent and some 
fair weather civil service supporters of his 
type were significantly silent. Having ef- 
fected his purpose by such methods, Har- 
rison, by 1901, was ready for the work which 
the letter referred to shows he was engaged 
in. From that time on the entire official 
force of the city of Chicago was employed 
in retaining Harrison in the city hall and in 
the control of the democratic party in de- 
fiance of the civil service law. 

Harrison placed all his personal fol- 
lowing on the city pay roll. It became 
necessary for Harrison to violate the civil 
service law in the way he did from 1897 to 
1900. He now has a reputable board, but 
he is violating the law as strenuously as 
before, but in a different way. 

The law prohibits political appointments 
in city hall employés and all solicitation 
therefor at the city hall. But everybody 
knows that the whole machinery of the 
city hall has within the last fortnight been 
engaged in soliciting and selling tickets for 
the ball of the Watita league—a clumsy 
blind for a campaign assessment. 

From start to finish Harrison has been 
an enemy of the civil service law and the 
editorial writers who aver the contrary either 
do not know what they are talking about or 
are deliberately deceiving the public.

Archbishop Chapelle at Havana Reads

HAVANA. April §.—At Palm Sunday serv-, 
ice here today the secretary of Archbishop 
Chapelle read an encyclical from the pope in 
Latin and Spanish. The following is an ex- 
tract: 

The change of the country into a republic, 
which was recently accomplished as an inci- 
dent of the war, has exercised an influence 
on the status of religion. On this account 
and.by reason of the tion of the sov- 
ereignty of the king Spain in the island 
of Cuba, we now regard it our plain duty to 
consider the welfare of these regions in ac- 
cordance with the needs of the times. 

With this object we sent as our apostolic 
delegate, Archbishop Chapelle, who accu- 
rately reported the situation. After we had 
maturely studied the entire matter and after 
having noted that Cuba possesses certain 
‘affinities and mutual relations with other 
nations of Latin America, we, in conse- 
quence, ordained by decree on Sept. 5, 1901, 
that Cuba should be subject to the laws of 
the plenary council of Latin America held 
at Rome in 1899. 


Pope Changes His Mind. 

“ Nevertheless, on considering recent de- 
velopments, we again occupy our apostolic 
solicitude in adjusting Catholic affairs in 
that region still more in accordance with the 
place and time. Wherefore we, through this 
constitution, promounce on our supreme au- 
thority what seems good for the safeguarding 
and advance of religion in Cuba. 

Since we ascertained that the vastness of 
the territory in the dioceses of Havana and 
Santiago and the increase in the Catholic 
population render. the visitations of the 
bishops extremely difficult, we have resolved 
to increase the number of prelates. We have 
therefore added the dioceses of Pinar del 
Rio and Cienfuegos. The diocese of Pinar 
del Rio comprises the province of Santa 
Clara. Santiago will remain the principal 
see, to which will be subject the dioceses of 
Havana, Pinar del Rio, and Cienfuegos. 


Porto Rico Subject to Rome.

PARADER SHOOTS CARMAN

FIRES WHEN LATTER TRIES TO GO 
THROUGH PROCESSION. 


Roy Zeran, Motorman, Wounded in a 
Quarrel with 1,000 Italians Over 
Right of Way—Raltilway Employes 
Join in Struggle with Foreiguers 
—Assalilant Saved from Injury by 
Arrival of Police, Whe Find Man 
Thought te Be Guilty Carrying Gun. 


A motorman was shot in the head and 
body and several Italians were beaten as 
the result of an attempt to force an electric 
car through a parade of 1,000 Italians at 
Adams and Halsted streets yesterday. 

The marchers had delayed eight cars, and 
when employés attempted to make an open- 
ing, blows were struck, switching irons, 
bricks, and other missiles were used. When 
a switching iron descended upon the head 
of an Italian, two revolver shots were fired 
and R. Beran, the motorman of the first 
car, sank bleeding to the platform. 

A crowd of sympathizers of the car crews 
surrounded two Italians thought to have 
done the shooting, and threatened them. 
Italians flocked to the aid of their com- 
panions and a general fight started. The 
Italians were in danger when Policeman 
James Cassidy fought his way through the 
crowd. He was joined by Detectives Weisse, 
Mahoney, and Barron of the Desplaines 
street station, but the crowd was too large. 
Policemen Uhrig and Dunne were then sent 
to the scene, followed by a patrol wagon 
filled with policemen. 

Amid the cries of Italians and others the 
police fought their way through and seized 
August Scholeter, 180 Vernon Park place, 
and Frank Azganelo, 108 Tilden avenue. 
Both were in danger and it was with dim- 
culty that Policeman Cassidy kept back 
the crowd until the arrival of assistance. 


Revolver Taken from Scholeter. 
A revolver containing four full cartridges 
‘and two empty shells was taken from 
Scholeter. The motorman, Zeran, was lying 
on the front platform of his car. He was 
bleeding from a bullet wound in the right side 
of his face and from another wound in the 


‘| right side of his body. He was removed to 
the county hospital, where doctors said he 


had not sustained.serious wounds. He was 


weak from loss of blood. 
Scholeter and Azzanelo were locked up at 


the Desplaines street police station. 
Paraders Twelve Abreast. 
The parade was composed of Italians of 


the west and northwest sides, members of 


a Sicilian political club. The marchers had 
organized in the Italian colony about Mu- 
waukee avenue and Halsted street, and 
marched south in Haleted street, over the 
viaduct, and to the west side. Halsted street 
electric cars were delayed almost the entire 
way, and at Madison street a dozen cars 
moved behind the marchers. Thelatter were 
headed for a political gathering in the 
Ghetto. They marched twelve abreast. 
Motorman Zeran and Conductor Andrew 
Baxter were in charge of the first car. It 
hed been moving slowly for nearly a mile, 
and the passengers were becoming impa- 
tient. Other conductors from cars in the 
rear ran forward at Adams street, and the 
parade came to a stop. 5 
Zeran, finding himself surrounded, seized 
the switch tron, and the shooting followed. 


BULLETS FLY IN A SALOON:

After saving his wife and five young chil- 
dren from fire early yesterday morning, WIIll- 
iam Klicker attempted to escape from the 
house in which he lived at 1847 Sacramento 
avenue.

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THINKS BEEF CHARTER LEGAL. 


Corporation Bureau of New Jersey Be- 
lieves Stockholders’ Privileges Sec- 
tion Follows Supreme Court Ruling. 


Trenton, N. J., April 5.—[Spectal.]—The 
state corporation bureau believes that the 
amended charter of the beef trust will stand 
a judicial test of the section prohibiting 
stockholders from examining the books of a 
corporation except as they relate to their 
own shares of stock. It is identical with the 
section of the recently amended charter of 


the Carnegie Steel company, both following 


the recent decision of the Supteme court. 
In this decision the court held that the right 


to examine stock and transfer books is ac- 


corded stockholders as such, and hence it 
must be shown that the right sought to be 
exercised is germane to the petitioner's stat- 
us as a stockholder. The decision holds also 
that the act relating to fraudulent elections 
in incorporated companies does not extend 
the right to a stockholder to examine the 
corporate books beyond that accorded him at 
common law or entitle him to remedy by

LEADERS ACCEPT 
MORGAN'S VIEWS. 


His Optimistic Interview on 
Financial Outlook Meets 
with Wide Favor. 


COUNTRY IN NO DANGER. | | 
Believed That All Grades of Se- 
curities Will Be Taken Care 
Of on Their Merits. 


New York, April 5.—[Special.]—Few of 
J. Pierpont Morgan's public utterances have 
aroused such broadcast interest as the au- 
thorized statement respecting present finan- 
clal conditions. He prefaced the statement 
by saying: “It may be true that at the 
present moment there are in the market 
many undigested securities, but ought not 
the character of the securities be taken into 
consideration in a broad or comprehensive 
view of the situation?” 

Further along he added: “To my mind 
and in my judgment these new securities 
are essentially sound and stable and those 
who have them are in nowise alarmed be- 


.causé of their holdings. Beyond all this 


they are not issued to build competing lines, 
but largely for the purpose of buying roll- 
ing stock and motive power and_for the ex- 
tension of other facilities, necessitated by 


the country.“ 

One well known banker, whqse interests 
led him to sympathize with the optimistic 
view, has said that the public would digest. 
the securities gradually as sodn as the de- 
cline in money rates made such investments 
attractive.“ 


Wait for Low Interest. 


Again he added: ‘‘ When the larger lend- 
ers can get 6 per cent in the market for their 
money they are not going to tie themselves 
up in permanent investments yielding scarce- 
ly 4% per cent net. They never have done so 
and they never will. This applies, however, 


would not stop purchases by the strong box 
contingent of wealthy men who buy bar- 
gains whenever they them, paying spot 
cash.

Indorses  Morgan’s View. 


Hill, president of the American Exchange 
bank, indorses Mr. Morgan's views. He says: 
“I believe the majority of stocks now listed 
on the New York exchange can be regarded 
as digestible, securities. Mr. Morgay, in 
speaking of undigested securities, means 
those which have not been subscribed for 
by the individual investor. Of course there 


as undigested stocks, but I do not think 
there has been a dangerous tendency toward 
overcapitalization.”’ 

Charles H. Huttig, president of the Third 
National bank, believes that many securt- 
ties will have to be sold at nearer their in- 
trinsic worth. His views follow: lam not 
familiar with the stock market conditions.

ing high enough. On the other hand, the 
situation, commercially and financially, could 
not be better and prospects argue for a bright 
future.

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

LONDON, April 5.—The Economist is 
skeptical about J. Pierpont Morgan's op- 
timistic statement of American finances 
generally and undigested securities in 
particular. It prints an editorial as follows: 

The description of essentially sound and 
stable is hardly applicable to a considerable 
portion of the capital created, such as the 
common stocks of the shipping combine and 
the steel trust. The present state of affairs 
is due to the fact that they represent the 
conversion of floating into fixed capital to an 
extent beyond the financial resources of the 
country, nor does there seem to be much 
ground for the statement that this phase of 
the difficulty will shortly disappear; for it 
is clear. that the process of stock creation has 
by no means come to an end. The railroad 
facilities: have proved quite inadequate to 
the country’s requirements in times of 
activity, and large amounts of bonds and 
Stocks are being created and issued for pro- 
viding the needed extensions. The continu- 
ous issue of new stocks for these purposes 
coming upon a market already choked with 
huge, undigested masses, does not give prom- 
ise of any such early or easy solution of the 
existing difficulties as Mr. Morgan professes |

Allen was born in Birmingham, England, 
April 28. 1839. 


Allen was a representative fighter of the 
old ‘school and of the bygope bare knuckle 
day He started his ring career when 21 
years old, in 1860, and for eighteen years he 
was a prominent factor among the 


the ring later than do most of the pugilists 
nowadays, and he continued at the game 
until ‘his celebrated battle for the champion- 
ship of England, when he Knocked out 
Charlie Davis in five rounds. 

This was the first champienehip battle.

He made his headquarters 
at St. Louis, which at that time was a point 
where the big fighters congregated during.

12, 1869, whom he beat in forty-three rounds. 

His next fight was with Mike McCoor who 
was looked upon as the coming c pion, 
having fought Joe Coburn, This battle took 
place at Foster’s island, near St. Louis, 
June 15, 1869, for $1,000 a side. Allen made 
a chopping block of MecCool, but the crowd 
was with Mike and there was no possible 
chance for the Englishman to win. To avoid 
being killed the referee, Valentine McKin- 
ney, awarded the fight to McCool on a foul. 

On Aug. 17 the same year Allen met 
Charley Gallagher at Foster's island and 
won in twelve rounds. 

The following year Allen met Jem Mace 
for the world’s championship May 10 at Bay 
St. Louis. Mace won in the tenth round. 
Mace at that time was in his thirty-ninth 
Fear and was considered the cleverest man 
that ever put up his hands in the prize ring. 
Allen was tough and game, but was out- 
classed from the stert, Mace with- 
out receiving a scratch worth speaking of. 
The fight caused considerable interest 
throughout the country. Mace's attendants 
were Jim Cusick and Jerry Donovan of Chi- 
cago, while Joe Coburn and Sherman Thurs- 
ton of Chicago were behind Allen. Rufus 


Hunt acted as umpire and Al Smith was the Denver 


timekeeper. 
for Mace. 

Mace retired and Allen got the champion- 
ship by defeating Mike McCool at 8 
island’ Sept. 23, 1878. 

His last fight was with Joe Goss m ken- 
tucky in 1877. He beat Goss to a standstill, 
but the crowd of tougha, headed by Red * 
O' Leary. was against Allen to a man and was 
determined that Goss shoWid not lose. The 
result was that Allen, to save his life, had to 
commit a foul and thereby lost the fight. 

Allen ‘also had a fight at one time with 
Ben Hogan, the evangelist. This battle took 
place in Kentucky and after a couple of 
rounds the crowd broke into a ring and 
stopped the encounter. 

Allen was never liked in this country in 
his fighting days because he was continually 
challenging the public idol, Jem Mace.

DISCUSS ATHLETIC REFORMS. 


Chicago Students Favor Some of the 


Proposed Changes—-Stagg Tele 
One on Yost. 
—ͤ—U— 

The athletic reforms advocatéd by the 
teachers’ conference Saturday and the 
roast on Yost administered by President 
Jordan were the principal topics of discus- 
sion yesterday in athietic circles at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Coach Stagg said: I think the confer- 
ence Saturday was a move in the right di- 
rection. Just how much good will be accom- 
plished by the papers read “ind the dis- 
cussion we had I cannot tell. But certainly 
agitation will help a good deal to bring 
about the reforms we need. As to the plan 
which they propose to adopt at Washington 
university we already have part of that 
plan in operation at the University of Chi- 
cago. Our physical department is endowea 
and supported like any other department. 
All the students are required to do a consid- 
erable amount of work in physical culture 
as part of the regular course leading to their 
degree. The instructors in the physical de- 
partment are members of the faculty, every 


one of them. We do not adopt the plan or 


doing away with gate receipts. But we do 
sell students seagon tickets to games and 
meets at lower rates than we charge out- 
siders. And we do not collect anything from 
our students for the support of the athletic 
department. This feature of Dean Wood- 
ward's plan was not clearly understood. He 
intends to have all the students help sup- 
port the department. With us their support 
ig voluntary.” 

‘Referring to the scorching statements made 
by President Jordan in regard to Yost, Coach 
Stagg said: I have no direct evidence my- 
self of anything against Mr. Yost, but a 
great many hearsay statements come to me. 
That Yost is — and clever is evidenced 
by a story told me by a professor from the 
University of Nebraska. He said that when 
Yost was there one of the law professors 
went to him and told him of a young giant ip 
the law school and said that the man ought 
to be brought out for football practic& Yost 
said such a man certainly should be given a 
chance, and they immediately got the young 
fellow to come out. He made good from the 
first and proved a ‘find.’ Later it was 
learned that he was one of thé men whom 
Yost had brought with him."

. Kokomo, Ind., April 5.—{Special.]—Miss Carrie Styer, the Kokomo girl who has been 
fighting the saloons of the city single handed, has won her fight. By the edict of the 
commissioners, issued yesterday, thirteen saloons in the business section must close and 
remain out of business for two years. This includes the bars in all the hotels. 8 

Miss Styer conducted her crusade under the blanket section of the Nicholson law by 
obtaining power of attorney from a majority of the voters in the form of a remonstrance. 
She is 22 years old, and is a member of the Young Women’s Christian Temperance union. 
She began her crusade last fall, when with a party of young women of the association 
she made a tour of the saloons in the busincss district and protested through the news- 
papers against the presence of the bars. She is a stenographer, and was employed at the 
time her crusade began, but has since lost her position owing to threats made against 
She secured 208 powers of attorney in the Third 
ward, where the saloons were located, and but 158 were needed to deprive the bars of their

Probably the most complete collection of 
Bast Indian antiquities ever brought to this 
country is now being put in place in the 
National museum. The government bought 
the relics of Dr. Carl Hanson, the weil 
known traveler and explorer. The most nota- 
ble article in the collection is an almost life 
gized statue of Buddha passing into the 
state of Nirvana. The statue is of Burmese 
Mmestone, a particularly transparent stone, 
resembling alabaster. It is of fine texture 
and susceptible to exquisite carving. The 
highest ideal of Indian art is carried out in 
the figure and is representative of the best 
period of Indian sculpture. One thing which 
mars the beauty of the stone, but shows 
better than anything else the barbaric taste 
of the native artist, is the color applied tothe 
garments, lotus buds, and other adornments 
of the figure. 
There are five or six bronze statues in the 
collection of varied size, but all representing 
Buddha in various stages of transmigra- 
tion from material being to absence and 
vacuity. In keeping with all the Burmesian 
art of that period, these figures are lacquered 
and gilded. There is a fine collection of 
utensils pertaining to the religious festivities 
of the East Indians, along with weapons 
and other articles of interest. . 
Dr. Hanson lived for many years in 
Burmah, Siam, Laos, the Shan country, and 
Assam, during which time he spared no 
pains to obtain everything of interest per- 
taining to the life of the natives.

George Griffith, England’s Noted Globe 
Trotter, Returns from Cape Town 
and Tells Some of the Things That 
Await the Homeseeker in the Trans- 
vaal—Food Costs Excessive Prices 
and Is of Inferior Quality — House 
Rent Is Exorbitant. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THETRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 24.—South Africa is not 
yet a paradise for the poor man. So says 
George Griffith, England’s most renowned 
globe trotter, who has just returned from 
Cape Town. Griffith is one of England’s 
noted personages. He says himself that 
he had the advantage of a negiected edu- 
cation.” He has been a sea apprentice, a 
sundowner, a sailor, stock rider, a butcher, 
a schoolmaster, a journalist, a story writer, 
and a globe trotter. He has n around 
the world six times, making the trip once 
in sixty-four and one-half days. He has 
crossed the Andes mountains three times, 


feet above the sea level. Thrice has he been 
around Cape Horn and once he lost him- 
self in antarctic ice. He has journeyed 
from London to the fleld of Agincourt in a 
balloon and he belongs to only one club in 
London, naturally, the New Vagabonds. 


Keep Away from Africa. 


Griffiths has just returned from some- 
where, and this time it happens to be south 
Africa. He warns people who are planning 
to seek homes and fortune in the new col- 
onies wrested from the Boers to stay away. 
He writes:

1 have also interviewed men in all 
sorts of positions from many parts of the 
subcontinent, and what they have told me 
is identical with what I have learned for my- 
self—that just now south Africa is the worst 
of all possible countries for the fortune seek- 


er to come to. 
What It Costs to Live. 

„The first and most important question 
is, of course, that of prices and wages. The 
English clerk is told that he can get from 
$75 to $100 a month, and the skilled artisan 
that his wages here will be from 83.60 to 
$5.52 a day. Thet is true, provided always 
‘that they can find work. . 

“At first sight these figures might well 
seem dazzling to many a clerk or artisan 
at home; but do not forget that revenue has 
no economic value until it has been com- 
pared with necessary expenditure. You 
have not only to consider what you earn. 
It is what you must spend in order to live 
decently; that is the real crux of the ques- 


tion. 

Now here is a copy of a list of compara- 
tive prices which was presented to Mr. 
Chamberlain at the chamber of commerce 
in Johannesburg. I commend it to the care- 
ful consideration of the British housewife 
whose husband is thinking of emigrating 
to south Africa. The quoted prices are for 
the Transvaal, but they may be taken as 
correct for the whole of British south 
Africa with the exception of Rhodesia, where 


they may be increased from 25 per cent to 
Africa.

The bread, tea, coffee, and 
bacon would be considered workhouse fare 
in England; the bacon especially, even what 
you get in hotels where you pay from #1 to 
25 shillings a day, would not be eaten by 
a Wiltshire laborer. The butter is tinned 
and has traveled many thousands of miles 
before it reaches the table, and has a flavor 


which few English dairy maids would recog- 


nize. | 
The meat—the monopoly of the Cold Stor- 
age ‘company—is tough, flavoriess, and often 
uneatable without the aid of a mincing ma- 
chine. The coal is dirty; smoky, poor in heat- 
ing quality, and almost unfit for domestic 
purposes. 
House Rent Comes High. 


“Then comes the all Important question 
of houseroom. Rents are almost prohibitive 
at Cape Town, save to people of considerable 
means, but they are almost reasonable in 
comparison with those in Pretoria and Jo- 
hannesburg. A bungalow which in an Eng- 
lish suburb would, be thought dear at $400 a 
year is considered fairly cheap at from 


82.500 to $3,000, and that with little or no 


ground and no sanitation in the English 
sense of the word. There are no millionaires’ 
palaces on the Rand, as there are in New 
York, Chicago, and San Francisco. The 
habitations of the magnates here are only 
big bungalows. They find it cheaper to build 
their palaces in Park lane. ?
